effective value 


to the nationals from whom these 
properties were taken.

The L-Man said he received no 
commission on convictions, said 
he received $150 per month sal 
ary, described his clothing at the 
time of his alleged purchasing of 
the whiskey. 
He said ho went to 


Smith's 
filling station and was 
directed to Murray's Place. 


Defendant on Stand. 
The defendant took the stand 
and denied having violated the in- 
junction since It was granted, Jan. 
5, this year, and denied selling 
any liquor since that time. 
He 
said Smith, a compettor, sells com- 
pany gas and he (Murray) sells 
East Texas gasoline. 
He said 
Smith had been quoted as saying 
he (Smith) would get him (Mur- 
ray) out of business. Murray de- 
nied ever seeing 
Williams, 
the 
state L-Man, and denied being in 
Corslcana on either of the two 
dates mentioned, but was in the 
vicinity 
of Cayuga, 
Henderson 


county. He also denied that W. 
M. Cooper, state L-man stationed 
here, had seized a quantity of 
whiskey in a car in front of his 
place.

"If elected, I shall

to my utmost ability the interest 
of the people of Texas and of 
the public schools in the public 
domain," Woodul said. "I shall en- 
force the anti-trust laws, the oil 
laws and all other laws It may 
bccomo 
the attorney 
general's 
duty to enforce." 


Woodul 
received 
a 
record- 
breaking vote for Lieut. Governor 
In 1034 and was unopposed 
in 


1936, 
polling a heavy vote, 


Woodul, while a member of the 
state legislature, advocated pass- 
age of laws for a unified high- 
way system, better schools, im- 
proved social conditions, improv- 
ed • labor conditions and laws in-

Some oppnents favr the 
"concurrent" frm to prevent the 
possibility of a veto, thus forc- 
ing congress to reject an execu- 
tive order by a two-thirds vote. 
In stating his second reason, 


the president referred to the "re- 
mote possibility" of a veto, add- 
ing: "I repeat that I visualize no 
such possibility between now and. 
1940 when the authority given Is 
to end."

H. F. Remington of Reading, 
Pa,, representing 
"Independent' 
station owners told senators the 
big oil companies now used "the 
Iowa plan" to avoid chain store, 
social security, and other taxes. 


Remington said the plan first 
tried out by big companies In Iowa 
was to rent or lease company- 
owned filling stations to former 
employes. 


"A station worth $30.000 may be 


rented for $75 a month while an 
Independent station of the same 
type with an overhead of $300 or 
$600 a month has to pay exactly 
the same price for gasoline," Rem 
tngton said. 


"It threatens to put all Inde- 


pendent dealers out of business." 


Remington agreed with Borah 
that "four or five" big companies 
fix the price of gasoline.

•will be constructed 
In Navarro 


County by Farm Security Admin- 
istration borrowers, according to 
E. L. Sponberg, rural supervisor 
for FSA. 
These silos, which re- 


quire no Investment except labor 
to dig the trench, will preserve 
the fodder of corn and grain sor- 
ghums which 
otherwise 
lose 


much of their feeding value. They 
will also supply dairy cows with 
the green stuff 
through winter 


months or drouth. 


The trench silo campaign is 


expected to be one of the chief 
factors In helping FSA borrowers 
to a syatem of farming more 
profitable than that which forced 
them to seek FSA assistance, the 
supervisor said. 


The tenant farmer takes a more 


active Interest In the land which 
he Is renting when he begins to 
make improvements of this kind, 
Mr. Sponberg said. FSA Is seek- 
ing to promote longer terms for 
lease agreements In order that 
tenants will feel justified in mak- 
ing 
such 
improvements, which

DALLAS, March 31.— (Spl.)—Bur- 


rla C. Jackson, Hlllsboro, who Is 
chairman of the State Cotton com- 
mittee of Texas, and president of 
the Texas Cotton association, will 
he the guest speaker at the Dallas 
Agricultural 
club ne *. 
Monday, 


April 4th. at its noonday luncheon 
at the Jefferson hotel. 


Mr. Jackson will discuss "The 


Real Cotton Problem" covering In- 
formation that the farmer and all 
interests want to know. 


He will talk about the work be- 
ing done by the State-wide Cotton 
committee with some reference to 
Secretary Hull's Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Program, also to bring 
to Texas the Cotton Research lab- 
oratory for which provision Is made 
In the farm bill. The work of this 
laboratory by finding new UBCS for 
cotton will offset some of the losses 
that Texas Cotton has suffered in 
the foreign markets. The cotton 
quality improvement through the 
establishment of one-variety cotton 
communities, better ginning and 
the great losses that are suffered 
due to Improper ginning due to wet 
cotton, too rapid ginning, etc., and 
cotton insect control. Cotton Insects 
reduce the cotton crop about 10 per 
cent from a full yield and thereby 
add to the cost of production.
